Inflation, far greater than that 
in this country and far more gov- 
ernment controls exist in Central 
American countries as the result 
of the war, Dr. Kenneth Duncan, 
Pomona college professor, told 
Upland Rotarians at noon today. 

Speaking on the “New . Out- 
look in Central America,’ the 
fluent speaker and veteran pro- 
fessor, said that while the war 
had introduced many new indus- 
tries the outlook is tempered by 
unsettled monetary. and govern- 
mental conditions. 

Revolutions have been very 
common in the Latin-American 
area because fate of the nations 
rests so. heavily on export of 
goods, Dr. Duncan said. When éx- 
ports decreased, taxes decreased 
and consequently unpaid soldiers 
and unpaid government employes 
revolted, he explained.

Abe J. Greene, president of the 
NBA, admits that New York gen- 
erally is the scene of the big out- 
door fights and that Madison 
Square=-Garden is the mecca of 
the sport. But he maintains that 
boxing never ‘will have a uniform 
front unless New York relents 
and becomes a member of NBA. 


If New York were a member, 
the recent return middleweight 
championship fight between 
Rocky Graziano and Tony Zale 
might not have been held. But 
held it was and the outcome, 
Graziano winning by a six-round 
knockout, did more to scramble 
the unhealthy situation in boxing. 

Chicago Gets Bout 

Graziano last January had his 
license revoked by the New York 
State Athletic commission for 
failure to report a $100,000 bribe 
offer to throw a fight which was 
never fought. But the NBA fail- 
ed to recognize the~ revocation 
and the bout went to Chicago 
where it drew $415,126, an all- 
time indoor fight record. 

Greene says the bout would 
have drawn $1,000,000 in New 
York.
